Johnston has grown in 
size over the last few 
years.

Have you ever heard 
your grandparents say, 
“I can remember when 
pop cost only $.10.”? 

Well, these days we 
pay $.55 for a can of pop 
at school. Anywhere else 
we could pay up to $.75. 

And how about the 
cost of movies? It’s 
cheaper to go out and 
rent some instead of 
paying almost five dol- 
lars per person at the 
theater. 

After the movie some 
may go out for pizza. 
Today we may pay any- 
where from eight to ten 



dollars for a large pizza. 

During the school day 
most seniors go out for 
lunch. Needless to say, 
that gets really expen- 
sive. From three to four 
dollars a day are spent at 
lunch time. By the mid- 
dle of the year most sen- 
iors decide to go home 
or stay at school for 
lunch. 

Most students don’t 
have time for breakfast 
at home, so they stop at 
Casey’s for a doughnut 
or candy bar before 
coming to school. Candy 
bars are $.35, and 



doughnuts are around 
$.40. 

Transportation is need- 
ed to get to these places, 
so gas is also an added 
expense. Today a gallon 
of gas costs around $.98 
or higher at most places. 
These are just a few of 
the daily expenses high 
schoolers have to pay.

People all around Iowa showed once again how people 
really do come together in time of disaster by the huge 
numbers of donors who rushed to give blood as soon as 
this was announced. Lives were saved because of the 
concern for others. 

The winter of ’89 and ’90 proved to be one of the 
worst and coldest in history. We lived through periods 
of days in which -25 was the high temperature and -75 
was the windchill. This record cold led to the closing of 
most schools in and around Des Moines on the two 
days before Christmas break. This gave us an extra long 
vacation, but we did have to make them up. 

Another day of school was lost in early March be- 
cause of the “Great Ice Storm of 1990.” During the 
storm, ice managed to coat anything that was outside 



and exposed. Huge trees were lost and power lines fell. 
This caused almost 100,000 people to lose power for at 
least 24 hours, some up to five days. This certainly 
taught us all a lesson about things in life that we all take 
for granted, such as refrigerators and hot showers. 

Mr. Friestad, superintendant of Johnston retired in 
June, 1990. It was sad to see him leave after all he had 
done for the school, students and citizens. We were, 
however, looking forward to welcoming the new super- 
intendant, Dr. Richard Sunblad, to our community. 

The school year of 1989 and 1990 was an exciting 
and eventful one. It was filled with events that will help 
in the molding and shaping of each of our lives. After 
all, history is constantly in the making.

These are just a few of the many groups that are avail- 
able here at JHS. Our students have many opportuni- 
ties to become involved in all different areas. Being a 
part of a group is a fun experience that gives you a sense 
of belonging. 

Groups can also be a learning experience. Teen Lea- 
dership Connection, or TLC, is designed to train teen- 
agers on how to prevent drug and alcohol abuse among 
teenagers.
